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John Dolezal of Mbertyvllle, aged 27 
yeBra, lies in the McAlister hospital at 
WaukcK^n, the victim of a holdup man 
Sunday night, midway- between the 
Lake BlufT electric aub-statlcn and the 
west branch of the Northwestern, the 
holdup occuring on the public highway 
at eleven o'clock that night. 

With a bullet holo clear through his 
stomach, Dolezni's condition at once 
was admitted to, be critical and an X- 
ray picture of his body was taken at 
Dr. Knight's office early Monday morn- 
ing in an cfTorl to make sure the bullet 
had passed through his body. 

The holdup wfts marked by sensation- 
al features, including these: 

Firat-Holdup man demands he hold 
his hands up but instead, Dolezal grap- 
ples with him. 

Second-Robber pulls tneger of re- 
volver as it is preaoed against victim's 
■ tornach, robber flees us he sees victim 
fall to the ground, 

Thini— Victim drawH revolver and 
fires three shots at fleeing robber. 

Fourth— Victim with blood streaming 
from body, crawls along highway to 
Korthwestern tower at crossing of el- 
'itWrti -i..,^^and west Northwestern 
branch; tower Vnan, unable to leave 
station makes It necessary ^fdr victim 
to crawl on to (Irst farmhouse where 
..he is unable to rouse family; mokes 
way to second place where" he is taken 
in and help summoned. 

Dolezal had gone to Lake BlufT to 
catch the electric car home to Liberly- 
ville. He reached there too late for 
the last car, and as it was a fine night 
he decided to walk home.. He started 
down the highway, which is the main 
road between Lake Bluff and Liberty 
viile, he had reached a point midway 
between the sub-station and the Ncrth- 
' western tracks. Suddenly a man sprang 
from the side of the road with; 
"Hands up." 

.The fellow jumped up so close to 
Dolezal that he was really on lop of 
him when he made the demard. The 
men thus automatically came together 
and Dolezal started to. grapple with his

the fleeing robber. He isn't sure that 
he hit him but admitted he believes he 
might have-dono so. 

At any rate the fellow has not been 
traced to ^ate and the chances arc he 
never will be heard from. The victim 
declares he was a bin strapping fellow 
and Dolezal had no chance with him in 
a struggle. -■ .

In'ordor to 
mod tho demands of tho market, 
which has bcca most carefully studied, 
he and the other niembcrB find It 
neccBsary to breed a pig of a particu- 
lar typo, one which will produce good 
bacon. All of tho members thcrsforo 
aro raising a pic produced by croBsIng 
the English Yorkahlro with tho native 
Danish breed. They havo foaud alBO 
that tho best bacon la obtained when 
tho pigs aro brought to market from 
twonty-two to twonty-olght weeks old, 
weighing howoon 180 and 200 pounds. 
Careful cxporl mentation has uIbd dom; 
onstrated that If tho hogs are mar-' 
Icotod at this tlmo llio most bacon per 
food unit ted them Is produced. Tho 
plg'a life la a buay life. Thoy havo 
only Hvo to seven months to llvo and 
must wolgh at tho ond of that tlmo 
from 180 to 200 pounds. Tho hoga 
arc also bred for largo llltora slnco 
tbtfl is an Important coaaldoratlon 
when It becomes necessary to rush 
tho cntiro output of hogs upon the 
markot at an early ago. Exports say 
that tho pig BO produced Is Ideal for 
tho production of bacon. 

Co-operative Creamery*. 

This farmer boloiiga to a co-opora- 
tlvo dairy association which conducts 
a crcamory some llttio diBtancq nwny. 
The members aro mostly tho emaller. 
farmers. Each leaves hia cans of 
milk on tho road .({i V gathered up by 
R collector hired u9 tho aEsociatlon. 
Tho collector when lio relurna tho 
cans brings back the sklnimcd milk. 
The tnllk Bont Into the creamery Is 
. tested and tho price dopcnils altogoth- 
er tipon the buttor fat contained In 



tho milk. This results In a. constant 
Improvement In the breed of cowa 
Einco tho members find It profltablo 
to keep only tho boat brcoda. 

Tho farmer escorted us through tho 
farm to a stubble field where tho cat- 
tle wcro grazing. It must bo remom- 
bored that In Denmark cattlo aro 
never pastured behind foncoa aa thoy 
aro In the United States, Every cow 
Is tethered with a. chain about twenty 
feet long. 

Each cow la fitted out with a thia 
canvas blanket and Urns protected 
from lllea and other annoying Insecta. 
Tho Increaao In milk production when 
tho cow Is thus freed from all disturb- 
ing Insects Is said to bo very consider- 
able. Tho cow la spared every exer- 
tion. Sho Is not refiulrod to walk 
any long distance oven for her water, 
but It Is hauled to her. Tho water Is 
stored and carried In a big horizontal 
tank much resembling our street 
sprinkling wagons to which Is attach- 
ed a smaller open tank, bo that tbo 
cow Is enabled to cirink as Oio tanks 
aro drawn along tho line. 

Fertility Maintained. 

This farmer, and la fact ovory far- 
mer whom wo havo Intervlowed dur- 
ing tho entire day, seemB to havo a. 
very thorough knowledge of tho rota- 
tion of crops. On this farm tho plow 
land Is divided Into nine floldB among 
which tho crops are rotated accord- 
ing to a carefully considered and well 
defined schedule. Natural and com- 
mercial manures aro used, tho farmer 
having had tho aolla of his various 
fields analyzed, so that he may know 
what Is needed for each field. Ho 
now purchases hia manures from a co- 
operative company which Euaranteos 
tho chemical content ot Its products 
although formerly, when private deal- 
ers sold fertilizers, It was dlTIicult to 
get them of afisured chemical compo- 
sltlon- 

Thi Big Farmer. 

Whllo Denmark has been called tbo 
land of tho rich llttio farmer tbo coun- 
try la not entirely devoted to tho 
smaller farra^ After driving some 
distance wo saw what was evidently 
a largo farm with extenslvo buildings. 
It proved to bo a farm of GOO. acres. 
The proprietor was away but a young 
approntico eighteen years of age who 
accms to fully understand tbb farm 
and Us operation very courteously ex- 
hibited everything to ua. 

Tho buildings on this larger farm 
are most substantial handsome atruc- 
tures. Wo found on tho farm twenty- 
two horses, ono hundred eighty cows, 
besides poultry and pIgB. There aro 
employed upon tho farm fifteen male 
hands and fifteen female Polish labor- 
ers. Wo found tho bams of tho latest 
types, £lcan and fresh. Tho doors nro 
coiicrelo and sloped to a transverao 
drain. Each stall has a patent head 
yoke and Ih equipped with an auto- 
matic water baain. Ample provisions 
thero aro also for flushing and clean- 
ing floors. Tho arrangement for pre- 
sorvlng the fertilizing quality ot tho 
wasto Is complete. Solid und liquids 
are stored In cisterns from which the 
manures nro periodically removed and 
distributed over tho farm. The bins 
for all feeds and machinery and tools 
for handling aro conveniently ar- 
ranged. 

A Co-operator. 

Tho owner ot this farm belongs to 
the Trlfollum dairy, a big co-operallvo 
association whoso mombors aro most- 
ly owners of tho larger farms. Upon 
becoming i^ member ot this co-opera- 
tive concern tho farmer outers into 
an agreement similar, to that cutarod 
into by all co-operators In Denmark. 
Ho agreoa to deliver to tho association 
all of his dairy products. Tho agree- 
ment la a moot comprohenslvo ono 
and ho 1b pledged not only to deliver 
what ho produces, but It la his duty 
under his agreement to produco all 
that ho normally can with hlu farm 
and his cciulpmcnt. 

"Early In. tho history of co-operation 
in Denmark a situation developed 
which Is similar to that now existing 
In America. Whenever a co-oporativo 
concern was formed for tho purpose 
of marketing tho product ot Ua mem- 
bora tho momhera wore at once ap- 



proached by outside buyers who of 

forcd' thorn a Bubatnntlal advance Qvor I comitry will suffer Immediately, 



tho price being paid by tho coK)por»- 
tlvo concern. Many of tho formora 
wore led to accept tho prlco. This 
might have boon expected. Outalde 
buyers almply Increased tho price un- 
til thoy had drawn off from tho co- 
operative naaoclatlon a suHlclcnt num- 
ber of members, so that tho concern 
bocamo a failure. Immediately upon 
ilH failure tho outside buyers dropped 
tho prlco and tho famors wore Just 
whoro thoy wcro provloua to the or- 
ganization ot tho Boclety. An a pre- 
ventive of this alluatlon ovory Danish 
co-operative concern pledges each 
mnniUcr to deliver to It his full out- 
put.' 

Tho Laborer Farmer. 
Tho grcateat care la taken upon this 
farm to protect tho quality of tho 
milk. Tho votorlnnrinn ot tho coop- 
erative Eoeleiy vIsUu tho farm every 
eighth day and Inspects tho cows, tho 
barns, tho equipment, and tho feed. 
Every tenth day also the milk Is test- 
ed for butter fat. A record la kept 
and each cow's history la fully record- 
ed. It being poiialblo In this way to 
weed out tho poor cows. Tho mem- 
bers ot the co-operatlvo organization 
aro also under the strictest obllga- 
tlona to report Immediately any alight 
IndlBposltlon of the cow and to sepa- 
rate the milk of the Indisposed cow ' 
from tho other milk. 

Contamination ot the milk as well 
as the spread of any disease Is thus 
well guarded against. When tho milk 
Is to bo used for bospltol purpoaoa or 
infant's food tho diet ot tho cow la 
further limited, so that aU feeds 
which tend to taint tho milk oven 
allghtly are excluded. Tho cowa nro 
tested more frequently tor disease 
and are kept under closer supervision. 
All milk la cooled aa soon as It leaves 
tho cow and all bacterial growth 
checked. 

Imported Women Laborers. 
There aro upon thin farm fifteen 
Polish girls who aro comfortably 
housed, well fed, and paid a living, 
though moderate, wage. It mast bo 
noted, however, that they aro Import- 
ed laborers, and are not In any scnso 
Immigrants. They do not como to 
Riako a permanent homo In Denmark, 
but coming in March and April, they 
return to Poland In November or De- 
cember. The stay In Denmark ■ la 
usually llmllod to from seven to nine 
months. It Is estimated that each 
year about ten thousand farm hands, 
many of them women, como Into tho 
country for tho busy season. All 
agree that this Importation ot labor 
Is beneficial. Tho farmers themselves 
are loath to put In their time on tho 
hard hand labor neceasary In raising 
many ot tho root crops which aro so 
Important In this part ot tho country 
and aro glad to get tho cheaper tor- 
elgn labor when It presents Itself. 
Quality of Milk. 
Again wo proceed and .this time 
pick out what la evidently a small 
tarm. The owner of the farm, which 
Is only about sU acrea In extent. Is 
ono ot tho cloven drivers employed 
by tho local creamery, it being his 
duty to collect tho milk and return 
tho cans and skimmed milk each day 
to tho farmers. Ills duties aro not 
extenslvo, his wages are raoderato, 
and ho finds It necessary to depend 
largely upon his little farm for sus- 
tenance. He has recently bought 
three of his six acres, borrowing tho 
money for tho purchase prlco from a 
co-operatlvo credit society which la 
aided by the government. His Interest 
Is at tho rate of three per cent, per 
annum, In addition to which he Is pay- 
ing each year a small installment up^ 
on the principal. Ho had In cash 
when ho bought tho farm only ton 
per cent, ot the purchase price, but ho 
capitalized hia character, as la possi- 
ble hero, and made tho purchase. 
Originally a farm laborer ho under- 
stands thoroughly tho principles of 
the Bclentlfic farmer. Ho appreciates 
tho value of rotation ot crops, tho nec- 
essity tor fertilization and all mothoda 
ot conservation of tho fertility ot the 
sVU. 

Upon tho next farm Us'e an elderly 
couple who own three acres from 
Avhich they obtain tho major part of 
their living, although tho farmer 
spends eomo ot his tlmo In making 
wooden Bhoos which ho sella at a low 
prlco and from, which ho obtains only 
a meager amount. In the adjoining 
houso wo found a farmer who had 
about four acres. Ho ekes out his 
Bupport from tho farm aided by a lit- 
tle salory received for acting as bcc- 
retaryof a local co-operatlvo Hocloty. 
None ot theso three small farmers 
nro at present wholly dependent upon 
tho farm although each is looking for- 
ward to the tlmo when ho can secure 
a little moro land and thus become in- 
dependent of tho outside earning. All 
realize that good farming methods aro 
necessary to success. All are loyal to 
their co-oporatlvo societies, evidently 
believing that without co-oporatlon 
agriculture In Denmark would be an 
absolutu failure. All havo been farm 
laborers and all aro indebted to tho 
rural credit syHtom tor tho opportuni- 
ty to own their farms. 

Helps Town Merchant.. 
Wo took luncheon In a lUtlo village, 
Hero tho. hotel keeper who consented 
readily to an Interview upon tho Bub- 
loot, fully apprcciaiea that tho weltaro 
ot tho villages and cities as well Via 
that of tho country depends absolutely 
upon co-oporatlon. "Anything which 
makes tho farmers prosperous helps 
us," ho Bays. "When the farmer gets 
a krone In his pocket some of ua In 
tho vUlagGS and cities got our share 
of It before long." Whllo thero had 
been originally Homa opposition to co> 
cpornllon, particularly when It Includ- 
ed nn oftort to buy co-oporallvely, tho 
village busluoss men now realize that 
unless tho farmer receives a good 
price for his product thero will bo no 
money In tho country and tho pros- 
perity of tho village as well as thT

trict secretary of thu \V«Htoru Fodera- 
tlon of Miners on Monday. Tlv: ftfiurus 
will not bo Kivcu out xmlll after a 
uiPctJng of the dhUrict board. 

It is uriomclally roiiortcd Ihnt tho 
majorltv In fuvor of calllnb' off tho 
Btriko was 1,012. The unutllcial vote 
from four of the live locals in the dlH- 
trict refmltod as follows: Ahmcek. UOO 
for returnlnt; to work and 17 aKalnst; 
Cahinict. 201 for and aS2 nnain-Jt: Han- 
cock, VJl for and IS against; South 
nange, 185 for and 00 against. 

Uccognltlon of tlie union donlcd by 
tho mining companies Is waived by the 
BtriUera In voting to return to work. 
They claim that practically all of their 
other demands have been granted 
Binco tho etriko began. Those demands 
included better working conditions, nn 
eight-hour day and a minimum dally 
wage of three dollars. 

From the outset the operators have 
declared that they would never recog- 
nize tho Western Federation of Mi- 
nors. althouRh they do not questloa 
tho right of their employes to organ- 
ize. Several thousand men have beeu 
imported to lill the strikers' places and 
the companies ^^111 be hard prc-ssed to 
find work for the returning strikers. 

When the strike began, the union 
claimed that approximately i:!.000 men 
were out. Since that time many of 
these have returned to work and oth- 
ers have moved away from the coi)por 
dlEtrlct. Tho latest estimate of tho 
number on strike, made by Secretary 
Hlotcla, was about six thousand. The 
raining company estimates were much 
BHialler. 

The strike has been attended by 
considerable violence and there has 
been some loss of life.' The National 
Guard was ordered out In tho early 
dsys of the struggle to assist the civil 
authorities In preeerving order. There 
has been no disorder of any conse- 
quence for several months. 

Hietcla said tho strike had cost tho 
union more than one million dollars. 
Slri'/.ors who cannot get work and 
their families will be aided by the fed- 
eration, it was announced. Those who 
vish to go elsewhere will be provided 
^'Ith money. 

Mining company olUclals said that 
no strikers would be taken back until 
they had renounced their membership 
In the Western Federation. 

Houghton, Mich.. April 15.— Charles 
II. Moycr and the 27 other otllcers and 
members of the Western Federation of 
Jllnera must stand trial under the In- 
dictment charging them with conspir- 
acy in connection with their activities 
In the copper miners' strike. 

Circuit Judge O'Urien on Monday de- 
nied n motion by attorneys for the fed- 
eration for a writ of abuloment to 
quash the proceedings. 

The attorneys charged that Gov. 
Woodbrldgo N. Ferris, by his presence 
before It, had Influenced the special 
grand jury which brought the Indict- 
ment last Januar>-. Judge O'Urien fiild 
this charge hud not been sustained. 

Calumet, Mich., April ir..— When it 
became known on Monday that tho 
strike was to be called off there was a 
rush of strikers seeking employment 
at all the Calumet & Hecla mines. 
JIauy of them were put to work upon 
surrendering their union cards. Otbere 
were promised work at the first opi>or- 

lunlty. , ,, 

Denver. Colo.. April 15.— Charles U. 
Moyer, president of the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners, said:

SHIP AND CREW OF 70 LOST 



steamer Kite Believed to Have Gone 
Dov;n in Blizzard Which De- 
stroyed Sealers.

from the gunboat Dolphin through tho 
streets of that city as prisoners last 
week. 

New Orleans, April 14.— The United 
States transport Hancock received im- 
poratlvo orders from Washlugtoa on 
Monday to proceed Immediately to 
Tampico. It la understood here that 
the vessel will tako aboard refugees 
from the battleswopt City of Tampico, 
where heavy fighting between Mexi- 
can constUutlQuallsU and federals has 
been reported. The Hancock sailed 
today. 

Hear Admiral Mayo, commanding 
tlie American squadron at Tampico. 
asked several days ago that an army 
transport be sent to the besieged port 
to take care of refugees who havo 
been flocking aboard the foreign war- 
ships to save themselves from the 
shells and bullets of the federals and 
couEtitutlonallsts. 



New York, April 14.— All hope of 
curing cancer by radium has been 
abandoned by some of the foremost 
surgeons and research workers of tho 
country, who declared at tho meeting 
of tho American Society for tho Con- 
trol of Cancer that tho failures of 
radium outnumber tho cures 100 to 1. 
That nothing Is of avail against tho 
most dreaded disease but the speedy 
use of tho knife was tho opinion ad- 
vanced by Dr. William 11. Mayo of 
Rochester, Minn. 

Operation Is tho only cure, but ro- 
dlum or ray treatment la in order as 
a temporary palliative whero opera- 
tion Is ImposBlblo, according to Dr. 
Francis O. Wood, director of cancer 
research at Columbia university. Fail- 
ures from radium outnumbor tho cures 
100 to 1, ho stated. Another genera- 
tion win' be required to furnish knowl- 
edge on the real cause and octual na- 
ture of cancer, ho said. Experiments 
for 35 centuries eliow that heredity 
plays a small part, If any at all, in Its 
appearance. 

It was expected that tho members 
of the society would have something 
hopeful to report. Instead they admit- 
ted no progress ond held out littlo 
hope. They united In saying tboy 
had discovered neither the cause nor 
tho naturo of cancer. Then thoy 
proved by statistics that cancer la on 
tho Increase.

Seldcnachner was tho only raeraber 
of tho quartet to mako a statement. 
After being strapped In tho death 
chair ho began to deny his guilt. but 
tho electric current was turned on In 
tho middle of hie speech and ho died 
with tho words upon his lips. 

Tho quadruple execution passed off 
without a hitch, all tho condemned 
men being buoyed up with tho spir- 
itual consolation which wos adminis- 
tered continually during tho closing 
hours of' their lives.

At a prolonged hearing JubHco Goff. 
who was the presiding Judge at tho 
trial of the gunmen, listened to tho 
testimony of new wUncsses produced 
at tho last moment by counsel for tho 
doomed men. 

District Attorney Whitman, who ar- 
rived from Chicago a short time be- 
fore the hearing, was amply prepared 
with witnesses to meet tho testimony 
offered. His cross examination appar- 
ently riddled much of tho evidence, 
destroyed Its value where It did not 
put tho witness himself on tho de- 
fensive. 

Tho four products ot the Manhattan 
East Bide, who paid tho penalty of 
their crime Monday, wero convicted 
on November 19, 1912. ot firing the 
shots which killed Herman Rosenthal 
as ho stepped from the Hotel Metro- 
polo Into Forty-third street. Just off 
Hroadway. 

Rosenthal had caused tho gambling 
world of tho Metropolis to quako with 
terror by his conference with tho dis- 
trict attorney, Charles S. Whitman. 
His promised confessions were a 
sequel to a gambling war. In which 
tho other underworld Interests had 
tried to drive him from the fat field 
of the upper tenderloin. Bomb out- 
rages, slaying nnd aBsaulta had 
marked this conflict Hellevlng ho 
was to bo deserted by Charles Becker, 
police lieutenant In chnrgo of a 
"strong arm squad" nnd a partner In 
the Rosenthal gambling house, tho 
desperate man was now about to ex- 
pose the whole Illegal conspiracy of 
police and crime. 

The gambler was sitting In the Mct- 
ropolo about 2 o'clock In tho morning 
of July 10, 1912. A man entered and 
asked him to como outside. Lurking In 
tho shadows were "Bridgey" Weber. 
"Bald Jock" Rose and Harry Vallon. 
Near by stood a motor car with en- 
glno running. 'Tho ' policemen sup- 
posed to be on station near by had 
been lured away. 

In tho glare of bright lights and 
within 100 feet of Times square four 
young men shot Rosenthal to death 
and leaped Into the motor car. A fifth 
man also entored, it Is said by some, 
nnd urged tho driver onward by hold- 
ing a revolver to his head and strik- 
ing him. Tho car disappeared in tho 
direction of Fifth avenuo.

Evory tidy housewife detests the 
cockroach, mice and other vermin. 
Two or three domesticated toads 
and would keep tho coast clear of 
these and would be found moro desir- 
ablo than a cat as they are wholly 
free from trespassing on the rights of 
man as does the cat Tho toad is pos- 
seaacd of a tJmld and retiring nature, 
loving dark corners and shady places, 
but under kind treatment becoming 
quite tamo. 

Many instances might be cited of 
pet toads remaining several years in 
a family and doing most valuable 
Borvico with no other compensation 
than that of Immunity from persecu- 
Uon. 

In Europe toads are carried to the 
cities to market and are purchased by 
tho horticulturists, who by their aid 
aro enabled to keep In check tho mul- 
tiplication of tho Insect tribes which 
proy upon their fruits, flowers, etc. 



Hygienic Salts for the Bath. 

A physician who believes in baths 
as a tonic advises tho use of Epsom 
or Carlsbad salts — preferably tho for- 
mer — for a general Invlgoratlon. They 
should bo used not moro than twice a 
week.
